A Visit to the Maharaja of Jaipor. 
I arrived at Jaipur early in the morn­ 
ing, and as I entered the city a fearful 
diu assailed my ears. It was the reveille, 
and the household troops were turning | in quest_of an 
out of the barracks. I managed to gain 
admission ta tho hotel, as, though tho 
train had arrived, Hie hotel people, be­ 
ing servants of tho Government, did not 
think it necessary to attend to the wants 
of travelers. Each native State has a 
Political Agent. Ho is a servant of the 
Indian Government, and is generally an 
oflicer of standing and refutation. He 
is the dc facto ruler of these so-called 
independent States. 
Ile advises the 
Maharaja on all important questions, 
and his word is law. Each State has to 
support its Political Agent. The Ma­ 
haraja is ever willing to open his palace 
to visitors, but the understrappers, anx­ 
ious to sliow their importance, some­ 
times make matters unpleasant if one 
be unprovided with the Agent’s pass­ 
port. Tho entrance to the palace is 
circuitous. A grand archway has to bo 
first passed, on each side of which are 
rooms, forming the quarters of the pal­ 
ace guard. An ill-dressed, untidy sol­ 
dier marches up and down the entrance, 
his musket being carried in any wav, 
sometimes across his shoulders, but oft­ 
ener is throAvn on the ground till tho 
sentry has a pull at the huh th. For tho 
sake of formality he challenges, but if 
smoking ho docs not trouble himself to 
present anus. As the lirst gateway is 
passed a huge square court-yard is 
readied, with a building in the centon 
This serves as a kind of domicile for 
tho hangers-on of the court. Iii this 
court-yard are gathered people and ve­ 
hicles of all descriptions.

fan and keep off the flies from the bodies 
of distinguished personages. These are 
great men, as thejT wield influence with 
the crowd, and many is the rujH*e slipjied 
into thoir hands before an audience can 
be gained. The lirst room of note is the 
Dean in Khana, or hail ot Audience, this 
is only used on state occasions. Tho 
ordinary dubars arc held iii the private 
quarters of the Maharaja’s palaco. A 
rich flowered carpet covers the floor; to 
the extreme right of the room is placed 
a magnificent throne, whilst ranged 
round about are handsome European 
chairs with gilt legs and deep red velvet 
cushions. 
A life-si/o portrait of the 
Queen of England adonis one of tho 
embrasures. This hall Is perfectly open 
on the sides, being closed only by heavy 
curtains. 
The roof is smqiorted by 
thirteen fluted pillars, and trie room is 
illuminated by ten chandeliers, giving a 
grand blaze of light. 
Leading from 
this, strange to say, is the palace treasury. 
Another sleepy, ill-kempt guard watch** 
the brass door where are stored the 
court valuables, the jewelry and, if re­ 
port speaks the truth, imnicusc shuls of 
motley with bars of solid silver and 
gobi. 
A belief is current that under­ 
neath the palace is another treasury, 
the right passage to which is even un­ 
known to the Maharaja. 
This secret is

blindfolded 
would 
his 
spirtual advisers take him to tim 
vaults. 
Another graud entrance is 
then passed, wdiieh leads to the sirdars, 
or 
noblemen’s 
audience 
chamber. 
This is smaller aud not so well fitted up 
as the princely audience hall. 
Passing 
through this court I noticed tho royal 
hunting birds; there were about fifty of 
them, hawks, kites, etc. 
Iii the same 
courtyard is the KatcJierry, 
or law 
Courts, and various other offices con­ 
nected with tho palace. 
Here all the 
expenses of tho royal household arc en­ 
tered aud paid- Hie royal stables, the 
kitchens, the gardens and even the va­ 
rious sums disbursed by the King iii 
his private pleasure are faithfully en­ 
tered and severely commented ii J Kin. 
It is a scene of continual wrangling, 
and. according to European ideas, dis­ 
graceful in the extreme. Hard by are 
numbers of bicycles of all shapes and 
sizes. Curious to know if the Maha­ 
raja took an interest in them I asked 
my guide, and he gave mc the follow­ 
ing laconic story: “ Tea, tho Maharaja 
did like bicycles. 
An Englishman is 
Bicycle-master to the State. 
He came 
hero very drunk and tried to ride and 
his frequent falls convulsed w ith laugh­ 
ter the King and court, and so, for hav­ 
ing caused them food for laughter, ho 
is given $100 a month, horses, food and 
house free.” From this court I passed 
into the gardens. 
Like all Oriental 
pleasure-gardens, fountains, 
statues, 
marble walks and ponds wore found 
where one least expected. At the bot­ 
tom of this garden is a splendid pavil­ 
ion, overlooking an artificial lake. It 
is here that the Maharaja enter­ 
tains his European guests, as if an Eu­ 
ropean dinner would pollute tho palace. 
Looking through tile richly painted 
windows the word “ Welcome,” painted 
on a big rock, greets tho eye. 
The 
Maharaja delighted in billiards and any 
one who could play a fairly good game 
was sore to attract his attention and 
eventually riso high in his esteem.— 


France had never— has never—been 
so near extirpation. 
“ The people,” as 
the historian Martin expresses it, “ were 
no longer bathed in their sweat, but 
ground in their blood, debased below 
the beasts of the forest, among which 
they wander, panic-stricken, mutilated, 
asylum in tho wilder­ 
ness.” This fervent and sympathetic 
girl came at length to see tho desolation 
of her country; her own village was 
laid waste and plundered by a maraud­ 
ing band. From childhood she had 
been familiar with the legend, “ France, 
lost through a maid, shall by a maid be 
saved.” 
The story of her exploits at court, in 
camp, in the field, is familiar to all tho 
woritL A thousand vulgar fictions ob­ 
scure and degrade its essential truth. 
What this untaught girl did for her 
country was simply this: She brought 
to bear noon the armies of France the 
influence" of what our own Western 
preachers would call a “ powerful revi­ 
val of religion.” From bands of rcck^ 
less and dissolute plunderers, she made 
French soldiers orderly, decent, moral 
and devout. Hope revived. She made 
the King believe in himself; she made 
the court believe in the cause. Men 
of faith saw in her tho expected 
virgin savior; men of understanding 
perceived the 
advantage 
to their 
side of having her thus regarded. She 
may, too (as some of her warrior com­ 
rades testified in later years), have 
really possessed some military talent, 
as well as martial ardor and inspira­ 
tion. They said of her that she had 
good judgment in placing artillery. 
Later inlier short public career she 
showed herself restless, rash, uncon­ 
trollable; she made mistake*; she. in­ 
curred disasters. But for many months, 
during which France regained a piaco 
among the powers of Europe, she was 
a glorious presence in tho army—a war­ 
rior virgin, in brilliant attiro, splendidly 
equipped, superbly mounted, nobly at­ 
tended; a leaner whom all eyes followed 
with confiding admiration, as one who 
had been their deliverer, and was still 
their chief. Tho lowliness of her ori­ 
gin was an clement in her power over a 
people who worshipped every’ hour a 
Savior who was cradled in a manger. 
We can still read over tho door of an 
ancient inn at Rhcims, tho Maison 
Rouge, this inscription: “In the year 
1429, at the coronation of Charles VII., 
In this tavern, then called Tho Zebra, 
the father and mother of Joanne Hare 
lodged, at the expense of the City 
Council.” 
Her career could not but bo brief. 
When she left home to deliver her 
country’, she had lived, according to 
the most recent French authorities, 
seventeen years and two months. Fif­ 
teen months later, May 24, 1430, after 
a series of important victories followed 
by minor defeats, sho was taken prison­ 
er under the w alls of Compcignc, which 
she was attempting to relieve. 
French 
troops, fighting on the side of the En­ 
glish, captured her and held her pris 
oner. 
French priests, in tho metropol­ 
itan church of Notre Hallie, at Paris, 
celebrated 
her capture by a “ To 
Deum.” It is doubtful if" her own 
King lamented her loss; for this de­ 
voted, deluded girl belonged to the 
order of mortals whom tho jiowers of 
this world often find it as convenient to 
be rid of as to use. It Is probable that 
she had expended her power to bi* of 
service and hatL become unmanageable 
Small, needles^ failures, chargeable to 
lier own rash impetuosity, had lessened 
hor firo sU g n . 
F o r tim f a ir m ill w a n to n 
Agnes Sorrel the idle King of France 
would have attempted much; but he 
made no serious effort to ransom or to 
rescue the Maid to whom he owed his 
crown aud kingdom.—Janus Ptirton, in 
Harper's Magazine.
